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Chapman College 
Participates In 
Emergency Million

Chapman College has definitely be¬ 
come a part of Unified Promotion and 
is to share in the Emergency Million 
Campaign to be inaugurated in Ari¬ 
zona and California North and South 
on May 1, 1942. For several months 
our Promotional Department has been 
in conferences with the leaders of Uni¬ 
fied Promotion and with the ministers 
of California. 

Final arrangements were completed 
when the Board of Unified Promotion, 
meeting in Indianapolis on November 
17, granted the request to the College 
to become identified with Unified Pro¬ 
motion and to share in the Emergency 
Million Campaign to the amount of 
AS0,000. It was further agreed that 
the quota for Arizona and California 
North and South should be. $125,000, 
instead of the original goal of $100,- 
000 . 

Chipman College will be responsible 
for its proportion of the campaign ex¬ 
penses, and it will furnish one-half of 
the Emergency Million Team. The 
committee for working out details of 
the campaign is composed of H. O. 
Hawley, Linden G. Leavitt, Galen Lee 
Rose, and Clifford A. Cole. A special 
committee has been appointed by the 
Board of Trustees of Chapman Col¬ 
lege to cooperate with the above com¬ 
mittee. Word has just been received 
from Mr. Hawley that he will be on 
the coast in January, and will work 
out a course of action with our com¬ 
mittees at that time. 

In determining the amount to be 
received by Chapman College from the 
total receipts of Emergency Million, 
there was but one thought in the 
minds of our Trustees, and that was 
the saving of our institution to the 
Brotherhood. We were conscious of 
the grave needs of other institutions 
participating, and the fact that their 
budgets had been reduced several times 
before arriving at the final goal of 
$ 100 , 000 .

CHAPMAN IN 
UNIFIED PROMOTION 

(Continued from Page 1) 

One year ago Chapman College was 
staggering under an indebtedness oi 
$59,000 due and payable, and an addi¬ 
tional $190,000 campus mortgage. 
During the operation of the last eigh¬ 
teen months the College has operated 
on a balanced' budget, and has suc¬ 
ceeded in paying approximately $23,- 
000 on accounts other than accrued 
interest and principal of our mortgage. 
By the organization of the California 
Christian Church Educational Founda¬ 
tion, we were able to so manipulate 
our endowment funds that $40,000 of 
our best securities were saved from 
foreclosure proceedings, and the mort¬ 
gage on the College campus was re¬ 
duced $27,000, accrued interest of 
$19,000 was paid, and we were given 
practically two years before making 
further payments on our mortgage. In 
other words, had we failed to take the 
above mentioned action, our mortgage 
would have been foreclosed within 
thirty days after the beginning of last 
school year, and we would have had 
approximately $28,000 left of our en¬ 
dowment funds. 

Under the present arrangements we 
have a $113,000 equity in the campus 
property and equipment, and have 
been given two years to so arrange the 
program and the financing of the Col¬ 
lege that it can be carried on under 
the available income without deficits. 
The $50,000 to be received from 
Emergency Million will care for the 
enlarged program of the College for 
two years and care for items of ex¬ 
pense which are absolutely necessary 
to the continuation of the College. 

Our Board of Trustees has just ap¬ 
pointed a committee to evaluate the 
whole College program and to make 
such recommendations to the Board 
of Trustees as will be necessary to 
properly conserve the funds raised 
from Emergency Million, and formu¬ 
late a program which will insure the 
future of our institution on a sound 
business basis.

Dr. Stone Speaks at 
Educational Meetings 

A four-day conference was called 
in October by Dr. Walter Dexter, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
and child welfare.

Dr. Stone states that the whole con¬ 
ference was a most inspirational one 
with the main emphasis on setting up 
techniques ynd procedures for the de¬ 
velopment of wholesome personality. 
Leaders urged the necessity of incor¬ 
porating into all phases of school life 
a technique for the improvement of 
the mental health of both teachers 
and pupils. Stressed in all meetings 
was the place of environment as a 
factor in mental health. 

Dr. Stone recently participated in 
the program of the District Teachers’ 
Institute at Las Vegas. Her lecture on 
"Reading Disabilities and Methods of 
Correction” was given to teachers of 
all the elementary and secondary 
school.'.

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A Message to Our Fellow-Christians 

from the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America 
Adopted December 30,1941 


The war which oppresses our world today 
marks a deepening crisis in civilization. The 
calculated treachery of recent aggressions has 
evoked Instant condemnation. It is a manifesta¬ 
tion of a great flood of evil that has overwhelmed 
nation after nation, destroying human rights 
and leaving men the victims of irresponsible 
force. We do not disclaim our own share in the 
events, economic, political and moral which 
made it possible for these evil forces to be re¬ 
leased. But these forces have now brought war 
to our shores, and our nation has joined in the 
world’s struggle that it may preserve the ideals 
and institutions of free men. 

Yet we must realize that the war is but the 
most shocking sign of the demoralization of 
modern life and international conduct. The 
laws of God have not been honored. Now the 
awful consequences are laid bare. Conscious of 
our participation in the world’s sin, we would be 
humble and penitent before God. 

But we do not despair. Our trust is in God, in 
whose Hand is the destiny of men and nations. 
They have wandered through long dark 
nights; but God has not forsaken them. We 
today must turn from proud and frantic world¬ 
liness to God. Then we may be chastened and 
strengthened even by calamities and become His 
instruments for fashioning a free, just and neigh¬ 


borly world. The issue of all our striving is with 
Him. 

We have a three-fold responsibility: as citi¬ 
zens of a nation which, under God, is dedicated 
to human freedom; as members of the Church in 
America, which is called to minister to people 
under heavy strain; and as members of the 
world-wide Church, which unites in a com¬ 
mon fellowship men of every race and nation 
who acknowledge Jesus Christ as Lord and 
Saviour. 

As citizens we gratefully acknowledge a 
priceless national heritage of freedom and demo¬ 
cratic ideals for which earlier generations strug¬ 
gled and sacrificed. We cherish this heritage 
more deeply when we see it attacked by a to¬ 
talitarian threat. We are resolved to defend it 
from the menace of rival systems from without 
and from the degradation of abuse or neglect 
from within. It is our high obligation to be¬ 
queath our heritage unimpaired and strength¬ 
ened to those who follow us. We rededicate 
ourselves to the highest purposes of this nation 
and to its unfinished task of building a more 
truly free and democratic society. 

As members of the Church in America we have 
responsibilities which only the Church can dis¬ 
charge. The Church must ceaselessly bring to 
judgment those individual and social sins, at 
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home and abroad, which are the cause of such 
disaster. The Church must minister in every 
Christ-like way to men in the midst of war. More 
than ever, in such an hour, people need its min¬ 
istry. They cannot withstand the tensions of war¬ 
time without moral and spiritual resource. The 
Church must maintain its distinctive service, 
but now with all the greater devotion and skill. 

It must inspire men, in the armed forces and at 
home, with faith and hope and courage. It must 
bring guidance to the perplexed, and comfort to 
the distressed—God’s strength for our struggle 
and His peace for our pain. 

The host of young men who in this hour of 
crisis answer their country’s call are a special 
concern of the Church. It encompasses with 
gratitude and prayer all now summoned to 
render sacrificial service, whether in the armed 
forces or in other work of national importance. 
It honors the sincere conscience of every man. 
It sends many of its ministers to serve as chap¬ 
lains. and seeks to create a wholesome environ¬ 
ment in every camp community. 

In days of trial, the Church cleaves to a steady 
faith. When bitterness and hatred may easily 
overwhelm us, the Church is still the stronghold 
of goodwill. It counts dear all basic human 
rights It befriends loyal minorities, including 
those of alien birth or those descended from 
peoples with whose governments our country is 
now at war. The Church cannot abrogate its 

Gospel of Eternal Love. 

The Church should minister in mercy to those 
on whom the cruelty of war most heavily falls. 
To the full measure of its ability it should care 
for refugees and prisoners of war and all others 
caught in the appalling suffering of our world. 

The Church must be in the vanguard of prep¬ 
aration for a just and durable peace. The great 
sacrifice of treasure and of life must not be in 
vain, We must build now the spiritual founda¬ 
tions for a better order of the world. This task 
is immediate and cannot be delayed. 

As members of the world-wide Church, which 
transcends all differences of race and nation, we 
have obligations which reach beyond our own 
country. We must preserve at all costs the 


world-wide Christian fellowship, without which 
no free world order of justice and peace can be 
achieved. In times of war Christians in different 
nations are still members of the one Body of 
Christ. They must pray, not merely for their 
own national interest, but that God’s will may 
be done in and through all nations. They must 
remember that in every warring nation there are 
men and women who, in spite of different politi¬ 
cal allegiances, are one with us in the ecumenical 
Church and who also pray for its fuller realiza¬ 
tion and the coming of God’s Kingdom in the 
world. As this universal Church strengthens 
and extends its fellowship and deepens its loy¬ 
alty to one Lord and Master it will be the 
greatest of all forces binding a broken world 
together. 

We therefore call upon our fellow-Christians— 
to bow in penitence before the judgments of 
God, who is the Ruler of nations and the 
Father of mankind; 

to devote themselves to preserving and 
strengthening the ideals of freedom and 
democracy; 

to withstand any propaganda of hatred or 
revenge and to refuse it the sanction of 
religion; 

to manifest Christian goodwill toward those 
among us whose origin was in nations 
with which our country is now at war; 
to succor with generosity all who suffer 
from the ravages of war; 
to minister to the deeper needs of men in 
the nation’s service; 

to pray constantly that our national lead¬ 
ers may be guided and strengthened by 
the Spirit of God and that after this 
tragic conflict there shall come a new 
world of righteousness, justice and peace 
for all nations; 

to strive for national policies in conformity 
with the will of God, rather than 1 to' seek 
the divine sanction for a human purpose; 
to work actively and persistently for jus¬ 
tice and goodwill among all racial groups 
both in our own country and throughout 
the world; 
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to maintain unbroken the fellowship of 
prayer with Christians everywhere; 
to be steadfastly loyal to the Holy Catholic 
Church; holy—sanctified to the redemp¬ 
tive purpose of God; catholic—of all 
believers and in all ages; 
to pray without ceasing that God’s name 
may be hallowed and His will be done in 
earth as it is in Heaven; 
to maintain confident faith in God as the 
refuge and strength of His people even 
in the darkest night, and to trust in the 
triumph of His will. 

“Now unto Him that is able to do exceeding 
abundantly above all that we ask or think, ac¬ 
cording to the power that worketh in us, unto 
Him be glory in the Church by Christ Jesus 
throughout all ages, world without end.” 

Coordination of Wartime Services 

The entrance of the United States into the 
war, fortunately, does not find the churches un¬ 
prepared for the special wartime responsibilities 
which they must meet unitedly. Certain neces¬ 
sary agencies are already in existence. These 
need, however, to be more closely related to each 
other and to function as parts of one program. 
The immediate need is not for new administra¬ 
tive machinery but for coordinating and 
strengthening the existing agencies. 

To achieve this purpose the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Federal Council, on December 
30th, voted as follows: 

“1. That a ‘Coordinating Committee for 
Wartime Service’ be formed. 

“2. That each of the following agencies be 
invited to be represented upon the ‘Coordinating 
Committee for Wartime Service’ by its chair¬ 
man, its executive secretary and one other rep¬ 
resentative: (a) The General Commission on 
Army and Navy Chaplains; (b) the Christian 
Commission for Camp and Defense Communi¬ 
ties; (c) the Committee on the Conscientious 
Objector; (d) the Committee on Foreign Relief 
Appeals in the Churches; (e) the Commission to 
Study the Bases of a Just and Durable Peace, 
and (f) the committee which will assume respon¬ 


sibility for aliens and prisoners of war in Amer¬ 
ica. 

“3. That the President of the Federal Coun¬ 
cil be asked to be the chairman of the ‘Coor¬ 
dinating Committee for Wartime Service’ and 
that the General Secretary of the Federal Coun¬ 
cil be the coordinating secretary. 

“4. That members-at-large, not to exceed 
ten, be appointed in order to secure the counsel 
and advice of Christian leaders who are widely 
representative of the general interest of the 
churches. 

“5. That the functions of the ‘Coordinating 
Committee for Wartime Service’ shall be: 

“(a) to further effective cooperation in 
wartime emergency service; 

“(b) to review from time to time the needs 
for other forms of cooperative war¬ 
time service not now being rendered 
and to make recommendations as to 
how such needs can best be met; 

“(c) to interpret to the Church at large 
and to the general public the coop¬ 
erative wartime service of the 
churches as a whole; 

“(d) to secure additional financial re¬ 
sources for the agencies working to¬ 
gether in the wartime program.” 

The Council also voted to collaborate with 
the Home Missions Council in constituting a 
Commission for Aliens and Prisoners of War. 
This new Commission, which will be set up im¬ 
mediately, will continue the work of a special 
committee which has been serving interned 
Japanese and their families and will also pro¬ 
mote the Church’s ministry to other groups, as 
indicated by its name.

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America’s Prayer Minute 


B EGINNING at six o'clock in the evening on New 
Year’s Day and continuing for the duration of 
our national emergency, a Minute of Prayer is to 
be observed daily. The daily Minute of Prayer is to be 
known as “America’s Prayer Minute.” The time for its 
observance is six o’clock each evening. The plan is na¬ 
tion-wide. Because of the four time zones across the 
nation it will not be possible to keep the Minute simul¬ 
taneously. 

In Great Britain a Prayer Minute is being observed, 
and has been for over a year, at nine o’clock each eve¬ 
ning. The call to prayer throughout the British Isles is 
the striking and chiming of Big Ben in London over the 
British Broadcasting Company facilities. It is reported 
that millions join individually and unitedly in this Minute 
in order to avail themselves of those limitless spiritual 
forces found only in Him who is the Sovereign God of all 
Mankind. 

The plan for America’s Prayer Minute has been ap¬ 
proved by the Executive Committee of the Federal Coun¬ 
cil, and the Department of Evangelism has been author¬ 
ized by it to give leadership in the inauguration and 
carrying on of this program for daily, concerted prayer. 

In order to secure wide participation in America’s 
Prayer Minute, the cooperation of many interested indi¬ 
viduals, churches and organizations will be required. Who 
may help, and how? 

Councils of Churches and Ministerial Associations 
can make immediate and continuous announcements 
of America’s Prayer Minute, with an urgent request 
that all join in this observance. 

Some representative from the Local Council of 
Churches or the Ministerial Association should confer 
with the radio station (or stations) of the community 
to enlist their interest and cooperation in this 
prayer plan. Arrangements may well be made for 
a representative of the churches in each community to 
speak frequently over the air in order to inform the 
radio audience of America’s Prayer Minute and invite 
all who will to give one minute out of the 1440 minutes 
in every day, to meditation and prayer. 

Arrangements should be made with all congrega¬ 
tions that have church bells and chimes to ring them 
each evening at six o’clock as a call to prayer. 

Pastors can make frequent announcements of 
America’s Prayer Minute from the pulpit and in church 
calendars. 

Homes having their evening meal at six o’clock can 
join in the use of this Prayer Minute in connection 
with the regular grace at the table. 


The religious and also the daily press can help, not 
only in the inauguration of the Prayer Minute across " 
the nation, but also in its continuation. 

A booklet is being prepared by the Department of 
Evangelism which will contain a number of prayers for 
those individuals, homes and churches that care to use 
them. The Commission on Worship of the Federal Coun¬ 
cil is cooperating in the preparation of these prayers. 

America’s Prayer Minute provides men and women 
everywhere with an opportunity to unite in dedicating 
themselves to the service of God and country, and in re¬ 
membering before the throne of Grace‘this suffering, war¬ 
ring world. 

President Roosevelt’s proclamation setting January 
first as a National Day of Prayer has accented the call 
of the churches for the observance of the Minute of 
Prayer. In many cities the ministers related the special 
New Year’s Day services to the inauguration of the daily 
observance. 


Field Secretary for Evangelism 

There is an increasing interest in both church attend¬ 
ance and lay evangelism on the part of pastors and 
churches. This new interest has been stimulated, at least 
partially, by the observance of World-Wide Communion 
Sunday and by the National Christian Mission. 

During recent months, many requests for help in these 
areas of the Church’s life and work have come to the De¬ 
partment of Evangelism from pastors of many denomina¬ 
tions. In order to meet this need and answer these many 
urgent requests for help, the Executive Committee of the 
Federal Council has appointed Rev. Oliver K. Black as 
Field Secretary of the Department of Evangelism, with 
special responsibility for promoting church attendance 
and lay evangelism. 

Mr. Black comes to his work from a very successful 
pastorate of four years in the Congregational-Christian 
Church at Port Huron, Mich. This young minister has 
often assisted his father, Dr. Guy H. Black of Nashville, 
Tenn., over the last ten years in home visitation evangel¬ 
ism and church loyalty programs. He, therefore, comes 
to his new work with considerable experience in the very 
things for which he will be responsible. 

Mr. Black’s first two engagements will be in a city¬ 
wide home visitation evangelism program in Atlanta, Ga., 
February 8-13; and in Baltimore, Md., February 15-20. 
He will be available to councils of churches and minis¬ 
terial associations for counsel, addresses and leadership 
with reference to community-wide church attendance and 
visitation evangelism programs in so far as his schedule 
will permit.

There was much rejoicing in the office of 
Emergency Million as of December 15 when 
the $225,000 mark was reached. The workers 
in the Emergency Million feel this achieve¬ 
ment in three months of work is very signifi¬ 
cant. A great many churches in the states 
where the first approach to Emergency Million 
has been made have not yet been seen. It is 
important to remember that Emergency Mil¬ 
lion is not complete in any church or any state 
until every person and every church has had 
an opportunity to consider their part. 

Here is an achievement about which we may 
be rightfully proud. Is is of note that in 130 
churches who were assigned a total of 4$G 
units, or $43,600.00 in Emergency Million, 
there was raised 685 units, or $68,500,00. If 
any testimony is needed as to the practicabil¬ 
ity of the approach of Emergency Million and 
the willingness of our people to respond to 
the challenge, it has been amply provided in 
this instance. It is significant also to note 
that these 130 churches are a cross-section of 
our brotherhood: there are tiny country 
churches and large city churches. 

Emergency Million workers report many in¬ 
stances of great personal sacrifice by people 
who in the minds of the leadership of the 
churches were not able to give. If those who 
were able gave in the same proportion it 
would soon put Emergency Million over the 
top. 

A worker called on a little old lady of very 
moderate circumstances, who made her gift of 
a unit. A wealthy man said to the solicitor 
after he had been told this; “Her gift of $100 
is the same as my giving §10,000.00]” This 
good man is considering the possibility of 
making that kind of a gift 

The Emergency Million campaign will open 
in Northern California with a meeting in Oak¬ 
land on April 17th. About three weeks will be 
devoted to the campaign in this area. It is 
hoped that a speaker may be in every pulpit 
in the area.

In a New Year message sent out by Kirby 
Page, who, by the way, is a member of the 
Church at Whittier, there is a declaration of 
his faith in a time of war, a statement in 
which his many friends will be interested. 
The following paragraphs are taken from the 
letter: 

“This seems an appropriate moment to 
share with you some reaffirmations which I 
have been making during the Christmas sea¬ 
son. 

1. I believe that the grace and power of 
God are sufficient for all our needs, even in 
wartime. More and more I am realizing that, 
through communion with God and fellowship 
with man, it is possible to live with vision 
and strength, fortitude and serenity even m 
the fury of this storm. 

2. I believe in the uniqueness of Jesus 
Christ and in His adequacy for this day of 
hatred and bloodshed. No phrases can ex¬ 
press fully the significance of His relationship 
to God and to man. From His words and 
deeds, His crucifixion and ever-living pres¬ 
ence, we receive illumination and power. 

3. I believe that the way of the cross is 
God's way, Christ's way, and therefore the 
right way to live, even in wartime. The su¬ 
preme task before us is in the discovery of 
the meanings of suffering love and vicarious 
sacrifice, and the incarnation of these mean¬ 
ings in our behavior. 

4. I believe that love is more powerful than 
hate, that mercy is mightier than vengeance, 
and that evil can be overcome with good. 

5. I believe that war can be abolished 
through allegiance to Christ, and through the 
creation of an international mind, and an in¬ 
ternational heart, and appropriate agencies of 
international justice and friendship. 

6. I believe that the method of war with its 
bombing planes and starvation blockade is ir¬ 
reconcilable with the way of Christ, and there¬ 
fore I cannot approve of any war or engage 
in its destruction and decimation. 

7. I believe that tlirough loyalty to Christ 
and His way of life I can express truest pat¬ 
riotism and render highest service to human¬ 
ity, and so I am endeavoring to be completely 
surrendered to Him. 

8* I believe in the soundness of the policy 
adopted by our government of offering altern¬ 
ative service of national importance under 
civilian administration to individuals who have 
conscientious objections to service in the 
armed forces of the nation. 

9. I believe in democracy with its recogni¬ 
tion of the right of minority opinion, even in 
wartime, in sharp contrast to totalitarianism, 
with its demand for entire surrender to the 
state. 

10. I believe in a positive witness to the 
ways of peace, and not in sabotage or obstruc¬ 
tion of the war which is now considered nec¬ 
essary and right by a vast majority of the 
American people. 

H. I believe in America, and thank God for 
her glorious heritage and marvelous achieve¬ 
ments. In humble contrition for her weak¬ 
nesses and sins, I pray that this great nation 
may serve mightily the other peoples of the 
earth. 

12. I believe in the world-wide Christian 
community of men and women of good will 
across all frontiers, and dedicate myself to its 
preservation and extension. 

These convictions I have held for twenty- 
five years and events of recent weeks have not 
weakened them m the slightest degree. On the 
contrary, 1 have never felt so certain of their 
validity as I do now.” 

Oakland First Church reports that there 
have been 64 additions to the church member¬ 
ship since September 1st.

Dear Mid-west Committee Member: 

After prolonged consultation, prayer, and .reflection, I have 
decided to leave my present position to accept the pastorate 
of the First Mennonite Church in Wadsworth, Ohio, a small city 
near Cleveland and Akron* Hy resignation is to take effect 
no later than April 1* 

In making this decision I do not want to emphasize the purely 
rational factors, though it would be false to completely rule 
them out. The point is, however, that I have felt called to 
this work in Wadsworth despite my very great joy and happiness 
in the Mid-west F. O.R. I have no grievances, no hidden ani¬ 
mosities; indeed, I have nothing but superlatives—and sincere 
ones i—for the blessed Fellowship of Reconciliation, But, it 
appears to be quite proper for me to change positions at this 
time. 

Among the practical factors which may help to explain this 
"call" are the following: 

First, I have been appointed chairman of the national F.0,R* 
committee on the Historic Peace Churches, This arose out of 
the national Council meeting of late November, where it was 
agreed that the Fellowship must have a more AMttiiitj? strategy 
in relation to the most stable pacifist groups in America, To 
carry this out one needs to be more nearly in the center of 
the Peace Churches instead of on the periphery. 

Second, after over four years of intensive traveling for the 
F.O.R. and the American Friends Service Committee, I feel the 
need of much brooding and "re-fueling H on the real message of 
Christian pacifism at this hour. I believe this pastorate 
offers more possibility for this need. Furthermore, I would 
like to have more time for writing on some of the current pro¬ 
blems of pacifism—writing which would arise from a life of 
greater reflection and study. 

Third, since I believe in the principle of alternation, I also

have a strong desire at this moment to exchange the highly 
mobile life of travel for a more profound rootage in a speci¬ 
fic local situation. This is not an indictment of a field 
job but only a strong inner feeling that now I am called to 
the task which Arthur Morgan has called ^primary production 11 
of the basic values of civilization. (This church, of course, 
is grounded in the pacifist conviction, making it realistic 
for me to start during war time.) 

Finally, I am hoping to maintain my connections with the 
broader activities of the Fellowship through participation in 
the national Council and the Mid-west committee, (assuming, 
of course, that it is acceptable). One way of putting it 
would be this: I now want to be a local man who also travels 
rather than a traveling man who also may have a local rela¬ 
tionship. 

Needless to say, I am eager to conserve whatever gains have 
been made in this region. This immediately entails a re¬ 
sponsibility for the Mid-west committee! A successor must 
be found as speedily as possible. 

Thus far there are only a few possibilities in mind. It would be 
wise, therefore, to discuss this whole situation in a meeting 
of the committee to be held Friday, January 30, 6:00 P«M«, at 
the Lawson Y.M.C. A., 30 W, Chicago Avenue, Chicago. The en¬ 
closed card may be used for response. If you cannot attend, 
send your suggestions for the new secretary.

others. In those days I was almost as much of a pacifist as you. 

I still agree with* the main points of your program. Where 
I. feel that you are weak is in that you do .not seem to differentiate between 
PUNISHMENT and VENGEANCE. 

We punish those we love. We correct a disobedient or unrul 
child. W« fine careless motorists. As a matter of fact the only persons 
we do not punish are idiots and similar irresponsibleso W e expect to Je 
punished for our misdeeds. If I exceed the speed limit I expect to get 

fined. 

Our duty, to-day, as Christian citizens is to see to it that 
that people who shoot hostages, who break treaties, who attack unfortified 
towms and who send diplomats to talk with us and at the_ same hour murder 
nearly four thousand of ox fellow citizens, are severaly punished. Our 
motive in this is NOT VENGEANCE but love. n As many as I love I reprove and 

chasten". 

Germany, as a nation, must be punished to the full extent of 
our power to inflict punishment. When she repents of her iniquity in allowl ,g 
a bloodthirsty guttersnipe to rule her, then we will forgive and rehabilitate 
her.

Dear Fellowship Friend: 

This is our Annual Letter to you and all our members about the Fellowship Budget. 

This letter must begin with an expression of fervent thanks to God for the unity, 
devotion, and steadfastness displayed by our people in the critical days since December 7, 
194l, and for the magnificent response to our year-end financial appeal which enables us 
now to report to you not only that we have no deficit but that we begin the year 1942 with 
a small surplus. 


Never, even in the days of the last War, has the Fellowship of Reconciliation 
faced such a responsibility and challenge as it does at this moment. The Finance Commit¬ 
tee made up the 1942 Budget and the Executive Committee adopted it with this in mind. We 
believe that in all probability we shall be as free to carry on our work in the immediate 
future as we have been hitherto and that in the churches, s,mong people disillusioned with 
war, among young people in our colleges, younger and older men faced with conscription, 
and elsewhere there will be a real eagerness for our message and for the counsel and fel¬ 
lowship which we can provide. 


The Budget which we are enclosing herewith is therefore somewhat higher than that 

of 194l. If we can raise it f we can maintain our past activities without curtailment and 

in addition we can greatly improve on the distribution and sale of our literature. We can 
also provide our National Secretaries with help on editorial and administrative tasks so 
that they may he freed for creative planning for our work here and abroad, for writing 
needed by the pacifist movement, and for more personal work in the field. 

The experience of the past year has convinced us that, so long as they have the 

means to give, our members will give for our work here and for the work in Europe, Japan, 

China, and South America for which we in the United States must increasingly assume re¬ 
sponsibility. We do not know, however, to what extent incomes may presently be curtailed. 
Your Finance and Executive committees will accordingly go over the situation again with 
great care when we have received your response; and in the meantime, to guard against con¬ 
tingencies, we have created a small reserve fund which cannot be drawn upon except by spe¬ 
cial action of the Executive Committee.

Your recent pamphlet and your New Year Letter have been read with the greatest 
interest and accord. Best of luck on the new book. I don't see why our paths 
don't cross somewhere, sometime. The family greatly enjoyed your stay in Atlanta. 


James has just suffered a severe siege of flu but appears to be almost ready for 
school again. He thinks he has a job waiting with General Electric on graduation. 
He would seek the status of a non-combatant if the G.E. position does not relieve 
him from the necessity of thrashing it out with his draft board. Claud would 
have gone to a C.O. camp with real satisfaction if he had not been rejected be¬ 
cause of his injury. I think that the injury merely renders him technically un¬ 
fit. He is eager to do something like prisoner of war service. 


Eor the four spring months I am to divide time between student relief and visit¬ 
ing internment camps for the YMCA. I am not sure what will follow, but I am about 
to decide that the Methodists will never use me as a staff person. They continue 
to ask me to help prepare materials and to teach in summer assemblies. I also had 
the privilege of leading one of the fourteen discussion groups in their recent 
national student conference which was a very good one. You may have noticed the 
large number of pacifists among the speakers; Poteat, Stanley Jones, Henry Crane, 
Tittle, and Georgia Harkness who did not arrive because of illness. I feel that 
the distribution of topics and the fairness of the speakers was such that no re¬ 
proach can properly be directed against the committee on the ground of stacking 
the program for pacifism. I think that most of the groups also dealt construc¬ 
tively and not merely controversially with the question. When I say "construc¬ 
tively" I do not mean evasively or timidlyf

The pacifist has 
a right to the faith that if war is wrong in the eyes of God, and 
that if his country’s victory is God’s will, God need not and does 
not ask that his creatures disobey him in order to do his will— 
God has other ways, if he be God.

SIR: I have just read your editorial—a “suspended” one—in 
your issue dated December 31, and I hasten to egress, as one 
pacifist, my general approval of your description of the dilemma 
faced by conscientious persons in an actual war situation. I think, 
however, that few pacifists would assent to one paragraph, the 
one beginning “The guilt of the pacifist.” 

I tried to express to my congregation last Sunday my own deep 
sense of guilt in sharing in the vast guilt of the community. And 
it is not alone that I am involved in the social group; that I have 
shared the profits, for example, of a nation in a favored situation; 
it is that I have not done all I could have done to right wrongs; 
that I have been measurably blind and cowardly and selfish— 
inexcusably so. 

But I think no pacifist can assent to any such description as 
that he severs himself “from the corporate life of his national 
community in an act which leaves the treasures and the destiny of 
the community to be preserved by others,” The pacifist feels, 
however mistaken he may be and others think he is, that the war 
process destroys the treasures of the community and threatens 
its better and higher destiny, and that those who take up arms, 
however bravely and conscientiously, are in truth fighting to the 
destruction of those treasures and the perversion of that destiny* 
He simply does not believe that those who take up arms—or those 
who are, in your sense, “soldiers”— 1 are fighting to the end of 
preserving the integrity of his community, however sincerely the 
“soldier” believes himself so to fight, however sincerely he intends 
that end. 

The pacifist cannot get away from the logic that “men do not 
gather grapes from thorns, nor figs from thistles,” and is thor¬ 
oughly persuaded that the biological certainty to which Jesus 
pointed is equally certain in the area where Jesus meant to point 
it out—in the area of spiritual realities. And the pacifist believes, 
however naive he may be, that when Jesus suffered himself to be 
killed, he made the best possible defense of “the treasures of his 
community,” and that those who pursued the way of force, a way 
which led finally to the destruction of the community Jesus 
sought to save, were guilty of the final destruction of that com¬ 
munity at the hands of superior military force in 70 a. d. Jesus, 
by his uncompromising loyalty to the way of love, snatched those 
treasures from the custody of their would-be defenders, and pre¬ 
served them for humanity. They were not to be preserved by being 
hedged within the limits of the Jewish community. 

The pacifist believes that the treasures of our American com¬ 
munity are not to be preserved by destroying the human hearts 
where alone they can live; but by his cherishing them to the 
uttermost.

things I want to ask you about. In the first ola.ce, v;e are calling on our 
people throughout' the country to arrange for a. special conference or meeting under 
F.O.R. auspices some time between Ash Wednesday .and i-iarch l6th. Preferably there 
would be a meeting in the afternoon, a Fellowship supper, and then a somewhat larger 
meeting in the evening where we would hope to reach not only convinced pacifists but 
the considerable number of people in the churches who are still quote ready to listen 
to the exposition of the Christian pacifist position, and interested in knowing* what 
pacifists are doing and planning now. 

I have written to sixty or seventy of our leading ministers and asked them to give 
an evening or possibly t^o or three during these early weeks of Lent to the F.O.R. 


I am now writing to ask just what your own program is during that period. If you 
are going to be at home, then I should think it would be exceedingly helpful if you 
could get together at the earlest possible moment with Harold Stone Hull and talk 
over a program for Southern California in which you cou d be largely used, and also 
other leading exponents of pacifism down there such as Hunter, Bay, etcetera. 

If, however, you are going to be on the road and have already made arrangements for 
retreats or institutes of your own, then it would seem the i. the most efficient and 
fruitful thing to do would be for F.O.H. to get back of those meetings of yours and 
for you to do everything nos sib le to gear in with the s'pecial Lenten conference idea 
of F.O.R.

However, iTevin and I have recently looked again at the first two chapters in your 
LIVING PRAYERFULLY, the one on Totalitarianism in the First Century and the one on 
Jesus' Way of Winning Freedom; and we feel that there is exceptionally valuable 
material in those chapters, and material eminently suited to answer the questions of, 
people in these days of Modern terror. 

We wonder whether you have ever thought of putting those two chapters out in pamphlet 
form? And if so, whether you would think that now would he a good time to act on the 
idea? In that case the F.O.R. might cooperate by buying a certain number. I suppose 
that from the standpoint of getting the cooperation of the publisher, this would be 
the simplest technique to use if there is to be a reprinting. 

However, if you do not wish to assume responsibility for a reprint, we might like to 
consider doing it as the F.O.R. In that case, what is the simplest way for us to get 
the consent of the publishers and arranging that it does not cost us a lot to get that 
consent? As I indicated at the beginning, we are Just thinking about this, and before 
we could act we'd have to get approval of our literature committee or at least of 
Eugene Exman, its chairman, and a couple of other members. If, however, we are going 
to do this at all in connection with the Lenten program, it must be acted on promptly, 
and we'd like to have your reaction at the earliest possible moment, either by airmail 
special delivery or by wire at our expense.

For over fifty years religion has been 
on the defensive, as far as western civ¬ 
ilization is concerned. It is high time 
that the offensive was taken once 
again. Let us glance back over the years 
and see what the church has been doing 
and it immediately becomes obvious 
that the moment has arrived for a new 
strategy, Christianity was put on de¬ 
fense by the new approach to the Bible 
and the fears that it aroused. Then the 
doctrine of evolution seemed to pu t 
science directly in opposition to religion. 
This ceases to be a problem to the on¬ 
coming generation but was a very vital 
question in the years that have gone, 
and made the church of necessity be¬ 
come a defender of the faith. The baby 
science of psychology aroused fears in 
the hearts of good church people that 
the spiritual life could be explained 
away leaving them no reality. Now psy¬ 
chology has become the hand maiden of 
religion. Socialism and Communism 
had such a vogue that the church fear¬ 
ed lest we should become so absorbed 
in improving conditions in this world as 
to overlook the things that are eternal 
and unchanging. This is partially what 
happened to our thinking in the last 
50 years, much of which is, now a closed 
chapter as far as any thoughtful per¬ 
son is coneenred who is at all aware 
of the currents of thought in our gene¬ 
ration. 

Today Christianity faces a struggle 
more fierce than that which confront¬ 
ed the first century followers of Christ. 
She is at grips with great competitors, 
powerful and entrenched. A strategy 
of defense is not sufficient. We must 
take the initiative. Religion is that to 
which we give our allegiance and that 
to which we look for security. Thou¬ 
sands are looking towards Nazi-ism, 
Communism, Science and Nationalism 
for their help and security. Let us look 
to the God who revealed himself to us 
in the face of Jesus. There may be 
some truth in these other religions but 
the supreme and most adequate reve¬ 
lation of truth we believe to be in 
Christ Jesus. 

Two obvious duties now confront us; 
to become intelligent and fully under¬ 
stand the teachings of Jesus for our 
lives and give our supreme loyalty 
to Him. This should prepare our hearts 
for the importance of the task we will 
undertake in March, that of organizing 
the forces of our church in a program 
of evangelism. We have already start¬ 
ed on this campaign. People are under¬ 
taking the leadership of prayer groups 
in their own homes* inviting neighbors 
to pray and study with them regard¬ 
ing the things of the kingdom. If you 
are interested in loaning your home for 
such purposes or assuming leadership in 
this cause, please get in touch with 
me right away.

Writes About

This is a letter received by the Rev. 
C H. Fowler from Dr. E. Stanley Jones, 
world known missionary-evangelist.

My dear Friend: 

In regard to Washington, I spent 
many week-ends in sitting down with 
the leading people there from the 
President down, trying to find a way of 
peace, particularly in the Pacific. Dr. O. 
G. Robinson, who accompanied me in 
most of the interviews, said that he 
could not think of a thing else except 
that passage of Scripture which says, 
"Behold a sower went forth to sow,* 1 
Day after day, and hour after hour we 
tried to sow the seeds of reconciliation 
and good will. The Japanese were very 
grateful—almost pathetic in their grat¬ 
itude for %vhat we tried to do. I am not 
sorry for what I tried to do at Wash¬ 
ington. We failed, but we failed glor¬ 
iously. If I had it to do over again, t 
would do the same, 

I find a good deal of disposition to 
be resentful against the Japanese en¬ 
voys at Washington, the feeling being

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EDITORIAL 


WHAT CAN GOD DO? 

NCE when we were discussing' 
some religious mystery. Grand¬ 
father challenged the doctrine 
of God's almightiness. He said, 
“God can’t make a three-year old steer 
in a day.” That was his way of saying 
that God cannot do inconsistent things. 
He can not make men free moral agents 
and at the same time compel them to 
be good. Virtue cannot be necessitated. 
No divine edict can create a society of 
free and yet saintly personalities. Good¬ 
ness must be voluntary. Does God want 
war among his children? Very confi¬ 
dently we say, “No.” Can he keep peace 
in his human family? To this we must 
also answer, “No.” When wars arise 
does he always give victory to the 
right? To this question many of us must 
say “No.” Then what becomes of our 
religious faith and hope, if even God 
cannot manage men? 

God's Task and Time 

Bishop McConnell, commonly regard¬ 
ed by us Methodists as our most out¬ 
standing religious philosopher, thinks 
that God finds in the material he is 
using to build the universe some sort 
of inertia or resistance which it takes 
time to overcome. Building the world 
has been slow business. This leads to 
the remark sometimes made that “God 
has plenty of time.” Perhaps he needs 
all the time he is taking to build a 
world and people it with a civilized 
society. He used incomputable time , to 
get the world ready for man’s occupa¬ 
tion. Bong and barbarous ages preced¬ 
ed the historic civilizations. Who thinks 
that the progress of civilization goes 
on as fast as God would like? The 
“kingdom of God” on earth is the 
.goal of Christian evangelism. Who 
thinks this is going on as fast as God 
would like? Has not God done all he 
'Can to get into human life? Is he not 
doing now all he can to glorify it? If 
he could bring human society to per¬ 
fection without all these long, disastrous 
ages of sin and suffering, would he 
not do it ?^Ie needs our help. It is up to 
us to open our,minds to his light and 
our hearts to his love. We are “work¬ 
ers together with God” In building his 
kingdom on the earth and the beatified 
society of immortals in Paradise. 

* * * 

CHRISTIANIZING OUR YOUTH 

O OBLIGATION of adult life is 
more serious than the proper 
nurture of its youth. The fact 
is that youth is plastic mater¬ 
ial which can be molded by adult soci¬ 
ety according to almost any pattern de¬ 
sired by those who dominate the think¬ 
ing and set the fashions of the time. If 
there is anything like agreement among 
elders as to the intellectual and emo¬ 
tional objectives of education, and zeal 
in the work of directing young life, the 
rising generation will conform to the 
pattern set for it. The slow movement 
of society toward high ideals is due to 
the fact that too few are intelligently 
and zealously laboring for a better 
World. The church in every nominally 
Christian land has some wise leaders, 
and many intelligent followers and a 
constituency of good people not defin¬ 
itely affiliated with the church, who 


know what really ought to be done for 
young people; but there is enough in¬ 
consistency and indifference among 
them to defeat the high objectives of 
those who labor most intelligently and 
zealously. 

Consecration To the Task 

When a generation goes wrong it is 
largely because conduct in their elders 
has not matched and supported teach¬ 
ing. If there is discrepancy between 
precept and practice on the part of 
adults, the younger generation will 
build their living philosophy on the 
practice of their elders rather than the 
preaching. If the faith of parents and 
teachers is not validated by their con¬ 
duct the children will suspect the genu¬ 
ineness of the faith. It is said on ap¬ 
parently good authority that fifty or 
sixty thousand priests are still officiat¬ 
ing in Russia and that the older gene¬ 
ration in Germany are still reading their 
Bibles and going to church. But there 
is a definite anti-christian youth move¬ 
ment in both countries. This must be 
largely due to the fact that the older 
people, while still clinging to the tradi¬ 
tions of Christianity and professing the 
faith are not, in the estimation of their 
children, practicing the religion they 
profess. The older people in Germany 
and Russia will, until they die, go on 
singing their songs, saying their prayers 
and meeting the ritual requirements of 
the church; but thier children, with 
another philosophy of life, are going in¬ 
to a new era having other ideals and 
institutions. It is in the purposes and 
aspirations of youth that discerning 
students find the symptoms and the 
patterns of a new era. Something may 
happen to halt the plunge of European 
society into paganism. .Defeat in war 
and despair in the distresses almost 
sure to follow defeat, together with new 
leadership and prophetic voices, may 
call these people back to their ancestral 
faith and deliver them from the apos- 
tacy of the present, warring genera¬ 
tion. 

Youthful Daring 

Jesus was a young man when he 
lifted his voice against the religious 
shortcomings and social wrongs of his 
•time, and his disciples were probably 
young men. The Scribes, Pharisees, Sad- 
ducees and elders of Israel, with few 
exceptions, probably, stuck to their old 
ideas and ways. It was doubtless the 
younger generation in Israel who open¬ 
ed their minds and hearts to Jesus and 
became the champions of the gospel. 
The young figure conspicuously in the 
story of the missionaries and martyrs. 
Old people are valuable for conserva¬ 
tion purposes. They do not easily apos¬ 
tatize; but they do not as frankly open 
their minds to new truth or match youth 
in the courage of new convictions. 
Many a pastor will testify concerning 
the younger members of his church 
that they are readier for new under¬ 
takings, to put time and labor into 
the service of the church, than are the 
old. They are readier to risk their lives 
in itheir country's service or hazard 
the hardships of the missionary enter¬ 
prise than are the old. The church has 
no responsibility ‘more imperative, no 
task more important, than that of ori¬ 
enting young life in the right direction. 

* * * 

OUR NATIONAL DEBT 

E SEEM to remember that, not 
long ago, when our business 
men were beginning to worry 
about the national debt and 
the possibility of inflation, Secretary 
Morgenthau assured us that we would 
not be in danger until our obligations 
exceeded 45 billion dollars. Our appro¬ 
priations and authorizations have stead¬ 
ily increased our financial burden un¬ 
til, at last accounts, or when these lines 
are written, it amounts to 114 billion. It 
is undoubtedly true that our resources 
are equal to this and even further 
obligations, without nakedness and 
hunger to any of our people, if we solve 
the problem of equitable distribution. 
We shall, however, have very wide dis¬ 


tress, and possibly revolution,, if we con¬ 
tinue to have the most of our national 
wealth in the possession and under the 
control of a moneyed oligarchy. Unless 
in the financial difficulties that confront 
us we furnish security to our indus¬ 
trial millions the ideals of communism 
and socialism will become gospel to 
them. Nothing else is so dangerous to 
democracy as economic distress at home 
and that problem will be facing us when 
this war is past.

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University of Buffalo 
Professor Pays Tribute 
All Nations Foundation 

Recently Nathaniel Cantor, profes¬ 
sor of criminology at the University of 
Buffalo, printed a splendid tribute to 
the All Nations Foundation which is 
conducted under the Methodist Church 
in Los Angeles. This tribute appeared 
in an article in the “Annals'' of the 
American Academy of Political and Soc¬ 
ial Science which is devoted to a study 
of crime in the United States. 

Dr. Robert McKibben, the head of 
the All Nations Foundation is to be 
congratulated on having received'this 
nation-wide recognition: 

“The All Nations Boys’ Club of Los 
Angeles, California, is one of the well- 
known programs which relate group - 
work and case work. The recreation 
and character-building program is in¬ 
dividualized in light of the needs of 
every member. 

Before 1925 there was one area in 
Los Angeles which showed the highest 
delinquency rate of the city. Boys’ gangs 
thrived and engaged in almost every 
kind of criminal activity. Here were 
concentrated the cheap shows, dance 
halls, pool parlors, and filthy vacant 
lots. In January, 1927, the All Nations 
Boys' club, a large three-story brick 
building with a completely equipped 
gymnasium, game rooms, library, and 
amusement hall was opened in this 
area, in addition to a community house 
and medical clinic of the All Nations 
Foundation. The membership fee was

that they were part of a vast scheme 
to hoodwink this country. One woman 
even wrote that she thought they ought 
to be lynched. After being in contact 
with the Embassy over these several 
months, I am persuaded that this 1 is an 
entire misreading of the situation. The 
group at the Embassy were sincerely 
desiring to find a peaceful settltment 
of the Pacific situation. They belonged 
to the Peace Party. They told me that 
they were working under the shadow 
of a threat. The War Party was saying 
something like this: “You see what is 
happening—we are getting weaker all 
the time. Our oil supplies are diminish¬ 
ing. America is getting stronger, hence 
she is stringing out the peace confer¬ 
ences and time is playing into their 
hands. If we are going to strike, it is 
better to strike at once." The men at 
Washington knew they had only a lim¬ 
ited time in which to try for peace. The 
war party gave them that time, but 
they had no notion when it would be 
up and the War Party would strike. The 
War Party won, and they lost! 

While war is on we must continue 
to keep our torches of good will alight 
hoping that some day they will be 
needed. 

In these dreadful days of war, we 
must keep up our Christian faith and 
even joy, if not “on account of," then 
“in spite of.”

It is maintained that the reported 
delinquency in the area comprising the 
fifty-eight square blocks immediately 
surrounding the club has decreased over 
80 per cent since 1925." 

The All Nations Foundation is part 
of the Sanctuary Crusade of the Meth¬ 
odist Church which is an attempt to 
clear all our institutions of debt with¬ 
in the next eighteen months.

You may remember me as the young man who ordered fifty 
copies of your book, "How to Keep America Out of War", 
and was unable to sell them. You instructed me to give 
them away, which I did. Your friendly letter remained 
in my mind, and has caused me to feel free to write to 
you about a personal problem. 

X am 30 years old. In 1940 I was one of the original 
members of the Michigan State Com- it ee of the fellowship 
of Reconciliation, with Dr. Crane as our state Chairman. 

On February 16, I am expected to register for the new 
draft. As you know, I am a very strong pacifist. I intend 
to register as a conscientious objector, but cannot re¬ 
concile myself to the idea of serving in a special camp, 

I would rather take a jail sentence. My father is a 
Methodist missionary in-Argentina, and I have been brought 
up in South America and have traveled in Europe, I a i 
capable of speaking Spanish and French fluently and of 
understanding Itali an and Portuguese. I have beerv told 
of possibilities of reconstruction service overseas, but 
I have no definite information as to how a rerson may 
volunteer for such service. I feel that my command of 
language and ray experience abroad should be put to some- 
constructive and merciful use.' Do you know of any way 
of getting into such work that would satisfy a draft board? 

At a time like this it is very difficult to hang on to one's 
principles. A person is so very much alone. My idealism 
is high and my desire to serve my country in God's way is 
very strong. If you know of any opening for a young man with 
high ideals and a very strong determination, please let me 
know. At any rate, a word from you in support would be 
very helpful in the trying days immediately ahead. iu ay I 
presume upon our brief but friendly correspondence in this 
way?

Two summers ago at GranVill$ t 0hio, during the Service Committee 
Institute to prepare us for student peace service, etc., I came to you with 
a concern which has grown since. At that time you gave us some very ex¬ 
cellent historical background in the Palestine contemporary of Jesus. Since 
then, in reading the first chapter of your book "Prayerful Living 11 , I found 
myself deeply influenced by the historical material presented there. 

It seems to me that one of the most valuable experiences the average 
church congregation could have would be to witness a clear and frank portrayal 
of the social, political and economic setting in which Jesus grew up and out 
of which he gained his convictions. At Dennison I spoke to you about the 

possibility of building that material into a good drama, a drama which might 
take advantage of such methods of expression as i pm choral speech. 

The sort of thing that could be adapted in its setting to the average church 
chancel and auditorium - something that could use such an instrument as a 
Hammond organ, not only for certain musical accompaniment and musical effect 
but even for sound effects. 

A small group of P.O.H. people here in Hew York City, some from the 
Juilliard School of Music, a few pacifist writers, and others with dramatic 
and musical background training and experience, are just now undertaking a 
dramatic proauction on the theme of internationalism and world brotherhood, 
which they hope can be produced in time to put on a national tour sometime 
this year. I think this may be a good beginning. The successes ana failures 
of this first effort can guide us in a second. 

What do you think can be done to start the ball rolling on a Pirst 
Century play using historical material? Do you feel that it would be a
